difference  that  it  is  less  recklessly  and 
mors  tersely  and  grammatically  ex 
pressed.

Secrecy  or  privacy  in  a  department 
of  government  has  made  divofee 
frvqu&t  outrage  on  the  innooenk  It 
is  posaibla  in  this  state  to  get  a 
divoroe  without  cause  by  perjury 
Not  long  ago  the  oourt  of  one  of  the 
judicial  departments  of  a  certain 
locality  were  astounded  to  learn  that 
hundreds  of  divorces  bad  been  pro¬ 
mulgated  in  their  name  without  any 
party  defendant  knowing  anything 
about  it,  and  without  the  judges 
themselves  ever  knowing  anything 
about  it.  A  syndicate  of  scoundrel* 
bad  forged  the  seal  of  the  courts  and 
the  signatures  of  the  judges  and  of 
the  oourt  and  oounty  clerks.  -Thous¬ 
ands  of  children  were  ineflkoeably 
branded.  The  preaa  exposure  of  the 
crime  stopped  it  there ;  but  there 
was  no  punishment  of  the  sooundre's 
because  they  escaped.  Secret  ad 
judications  of  issues  at  law  should 
Dot  be  tolerated.

tion.  If  farea  were  2  cents,  instead 
of  5,  tbe  receipts  w  >uld  be  two-fifths 
of  $40  00  por  day,  or  $16,  which 
would  more  than  cover  the  entire 
cojt  of  the  service.

Tbe  usual  objeotion  to  public  own¬ 
ership  isrtbat  it  would*  tbe  roads 
in  politics  and  cause  administrative 
abuses.  It  is  difficult  to  Bee  hew  the 
roads  oould  be  more  in  politics  than 
they  are  now  Tbe  fire  department, 
gas  department,  public  schools, 
streets,  parka,  etc.,  are  probably  not 
angelic  but  tbe  abuses  chargeable  to 
them  are  but  tbe  dust  in  the  balance 
to  tbe  corruptions  and  abuses  that 
flow  from  the  private  railways.  It  is 
not  public  but  private  monopolies 
that  have  given  our  oities  the  name 
of- being  the  worst  governed  in  the 
worlds  Even  if  the  objection  were 
valid,  it  would  not  apply  to  a  system 
by  which  the  city  should  own  the 
tracks  and  lease  them  under  a  good 
contract  with  strong  reservations  of 
contrbl,  a  system  that  oould  ba  estab¬ 
lished  without  a  dollar’s  risk  to  tbe 
city  by  aooepting  tbe  ufft-x  of  capital 
ists  jrho  are  willing  to  take  such  a 
lease  on  the  basis  of  3  cent  fares  and 
free  transfers. 

Tbe  progress  of  civilization  has 
largely  consisted  in  transforming 
antagonisms  into  co-operations,  and 
partial  co-operations  into  complete  co¬ 
operations.

During  one  financial  crisis  that 
was  especially  severe  Eugene  field 
oould  see  no  way  out  of  his  difficul¬ 
ties  except  to  ask  for  a  raise  of  sal¬ 
ary,  and  that  waa  aa  abhorrent  to 
his  fine  nature  aa  it  would  have  been 
to  do  a  mean  action.  Several  day* 
in  SDOoeasloa  be  came  to  tbe  office 
resolved  to  make  appesd  to  Mr. 
Stone,  and  each  day  be  went  home 
having  failed  to  nerve  himself  np  to 
the  speaking  point*  Finally  he 
formed  a  thoroughly  characteristic 
resolution,  and  far  a  week  was  not 
in  the  offloe  at  all.  Then  one 
afternoon  be  marched  into  Mr. 
Btone'a  office  followed  by  four  of  hia 
little  children,  the  five  of  them  pre¬ 
senting  such  a  pitiable  appearance 
as  would  have  wrung  tears  from  bis 
employer  had  his  heart  and-  hia  name 
been  synonymous,  which  waa  far 
from  being  tbe  oese.
